HEAVY SNOW STOKM 


The worst storm of the winter 


broke over Newport on Tuesday, and 
continued through Wednesday, giving 
us ft substantial taste of wind, rain, 
sleet, and snow. 
Genuine gales pre- 


vailed at times, and much damage 
was done, especially to wires and 
poles, but tho actual • money loss in 
Newport was much less than in other 
places, where telephone and electric 
service was '(totally suspended 
for 


hours. 


The storm began with a fall of rain 


arid sleet Tuesday 'morning, being 
accompanied by heavy winds. Through 
(he day there were flurries of snow, 
but the real snowfall did not com- 
mence until evening, when it came 
down in great quantities. 
It was 


very wet and heavy and clung wher- 
ever it touched, even the high wind 
being unable to dislodge the accumu- 
lation, 
This made conditions much 


worse for overhead wires and poles, 
as the heavy loads of snow caused 
them' to 'sway violently under the in- 
fluence of the sale. 
Many wires 


were down and others were crossed, 
causing intermittent blows on the 
fire alarm. .There was trouble all 
night with the telephone and electric 
wires, and many people were without 
any service on Wednesday. The pub- 
lic service men quickly .had their 
trouble men out at work, and cleared 
up as quickly as they could, but it 
was a big task that faced them.

STATION BUILDINGS BURNED 


Ono of the large wooden buildings 


en Coddington Point, which was sold 
last year to be torn down, was de- 
stroyed by fire on Thursday, the cause 
of the blaze being unknown. The 
building was the property of Gross- 
man & Sons, and was filled with val- 
uable lumber and supplies that had 
been salvaged from the Point. It was 
practically the last building standing 
of the large number' that were bought 
by this firm from the Government. 


When the fire was .discovered the

the»9 vegetables find ready sale. The 
home gardener can save this much 
J>y having his own crops coming on 
yarly. To do this It may he necessary 
to start some of the plants In a window 
box In the house and to have a small

A 10,000-ton Atlantic liner was re- 
cently steered from Plymouth to Cher- 
bourg by Its means, no human Inter- 
vention. being necessary in spite of 
the. fact that a gale of from slity to' 
sixty-five miles an hour was blowing 
at the time.

From two frequently ob- 
served Hinicr-air phenomena—shooting 
stars and the aurora—entirely contra- 
dictory deductions have teen made by 
reliable scientists' respecting temper- 
atures In the- .upper atmosphere. Tlie 
facts In the multer cannot be deter- 
mined unlll (lie very high almospherlc 
layers cnn he explored. 
"'A study of rockets was made at the 
time, of Ibc World war, by menns of 
which the underlying theory of this 
type of experiments .was' developed. 
It la coiifldered entirely feasible to 
project properly • devised rockets to 
heights of 500 miles or more above 
the earth. There li thus B reason- 
able hope for getting positive knowl- 
edge of very high altitudes through 
Doctor Goildnril's experiments.

the Insurgents the Constellation was 
slowly beating to and fro on her old 
cruisint' ground to the southward of 
St. Kitts, and about fifteen miles west 
of Basse Terre. On the morning of 
February tst 8 large sail was sighted 
to the southward, evidently heading 
/or the land. 
The wind was very 


light and baffling, with frequent in- 
tervals of 
calm.

pounded away at her until her fire, 
which had grown more and more fee- 
ble, finally died away. Twice during 
the night'. she had struck her flag, 
but as the Americans had not ob- 
served her surrender, she had been 
forced lo resume the battle. 
There 


was no mistake about the situation 
now, for he was not only defeated but 
silenced. 
Truxton put his helm up 


and headed for the stranger.

Constellation 
had 
scarcely 


gathered way when the mainmast, 
whose every shroud and stay had been 
cut, and which had been badly wound, 
ed under the top, crashed over the 
side, carrying with it Midshipman 
Jarvis, a boy about thirteen years of 
age, and all the men with him in the 
top. 
The 
Constellation, 
with 
the 


great mast hanging over her side, lay 
helpless in the water with none of her 
guns bearing on the French frigate, 
which took advantage of the delay 
mid immediately made sail and faded 
out of sight in the black night. 


The decks of the Constellation pre- 


sented a scene of horror. 
Forty-one 


of her crew of three hundred had been 
killed and wounded. 
Including the 


loss of the mainmast, she had.been 
seriously cut up aloft though her hull 
had not received much damage. When

the 


French ship was nowhere to be seen, 
and in the morning he was not within 
the compass of their vision. The Con- 
stellation slowly made her way to 
Jamaica to repair damage and rent. 
She had not learned the name of her 
midnight antagonist.

French ship turned 
up at 


Curacoa in a sinking condition. She 
was the ill-named yengeance, with 
which the Constellation had fought. 
Her hull was nearly cut to pieces, 
and only the most desperate labor on 
the part of the crew had prevented 
her from foundering at sea. She had 
lost one hundred and sixty killed and 
wounded out of n crew of three hun- 
dred and thirty, and in five hours of 
deadly night battle she had been 
beaten to a standstill, and thrice

black bears of northern Alaska, the 
latter to contribute materially to the 
provisioning of the dog teams.

ville river. Here two canoes will be 
cached with enough supplies to last 
four men a period of three months.
